‘New Catholic 
Archbishop 
Appointed 


The appointment by the Holy See 
of the Right Rev. Bernard Griffin, 
Auxiliary Bishop of Birmingham, to 
be Archbishop of Westminster, re- 
ceived a wide welcome in London 
yesterday; for, while he is of Irish 
descent on his father’s side, he is a 
Birmingham man, being son of the 
late Councillor W. B: Griffin and 
Mrs. Griffin, of Spark Hill, Birming- 
ham. A twin brother, the Rev. 
Walter B. Griffin, O.S.B., is attached 
to St. Osburg’s Church, Coventry. 

As on the occasion of the appoint- 
ment of Dr. Arthur Hinsley to the 
Archbishopric, ar - selection 
was unexpected. Bishop Griffin's 
uame was not among the eight or 
ten probables which various papers 
have been mentioning since the See 
of Westminster fell vacant on St. 
Patrick’s Day. 

He takes over Westminster at the 
age of forty-four, four years earlier 
than Cardinal Wiseman; thirteen 
years earlier than Cardinal Manniny, 
and six earlier than Cardinal 
Vaughan. Cardinal Bourne, however, 
was only 42 when he was translated 
from the Diocese of Southwark. 

Dr. Griffin has been described as a 
born administrator; a brilliant 
reacher. 
He served in the British Navy and 
Air Force during the last war. T'o 
a reporter, he said yesterday :—‘‘My 
licy is to work for the Church in 
ngland and the country.” He was 
educated at the Catholic School, 
Cotton, Staffordshire; studied philo- 
sophy at Oscot, near Birmingham, 
ond then went to the English College 
in Rome, where he was ordained 
priest in 1924. 

Returning to England he became 
secretary to two Archbishops <f 
Birmingham, and in 1938 was made

The really important stretch con- 
cerned by this Russian offensive is 
the 50-mile ‘‘land bridge’’ between 
Vitebsk and Orsha, carrying the 
main railway and road from Moscow 
to the south-west along reasonably 
solid ground. - This explains the 
German communiqué of December 
21st: “In the Vitebsk area the 
Soviets intensified their pressure. 
The heavy defensive battles through- 
out the day and night continued 
with mounting intensity.’’ Reuter’s 
Moscow correspondent—followed by 
the Russian official communiqué— 
has placed the advancing forces 20 
miles north of Vitebsk—i.e., around 
Gorodok. At all events, the former 
Nevel salient tends to bring forward 
the front west of Smolensk.
